Hampshire regiment was mustered out 
of the United States service, speculation 
has been rife as to the disposition to be 
made relative to the the New Hamp- 
shire National Guard. 


Rumors have been circulated to the 


effect that the N H N U in the 
future 


would be composed of one regiment 
only, and that two of the three colonels 
would bo asked to step down and out 
A reporter was told by a chaplain, who 
accompanied the First New Hampshire 
regiment to Clnckamuuga, [that he had 
discovered a sentiment favorable to the 
three N H N G regiments being consoli- 
dated. IIo pointed out that the prime 
movers of this idea set furth the claim 
that by so doing petty feelings that 
might possibly ariso in the future would 
thus be eliminated and that the N H N G 
would be placed upon a firm and snb 
stantial basis. 


In conversation with Adjutant-General 


A D Ayling today, the writer was led to 
believe that the N H N G, will in the 
future assume its three regiment for 
mation. General Ayling said that he 
had heard of various rumors, but tliat 
Governor Ramsdell at presort had the 
say as to whether or not the N H N G 
would bo reformed on a three regiment 
fDundution or not, 


It is understood, however, that an or- 


dir is being printed and that when it is 
circulated it will direct Captain Sullivan 
of Company B, (First New Hampshire 
of volunteers, to report by mail or in 
person to his former military superior 
in rank, Col W W Scott of Dover. C ip 
tain Rollins of Dover will receive the 
sime order. 


When the war broke out Companies 


B and F were taken from the First regi- 
jnent, N H N G, to fill out the First 
New Hampshire regiment of volunteers 
It is now caid tliat these companies are 
to be, in tlia near future, reassigned to 
their former positions in the N H N G. 
The same can bo said of tlie companies 
that volunteered from the Second and 
also from the Third regiment, N H N G. 


The orders that are about to be issued 


will also, it is said, ask Colonels Scott, 
Rolfe and Tolles to report to the brigade 
commander. 


From present indications it Is not con- 


(sidered at all improbable that the N H 


N G will be thoronghly and satisfactor 
ily reorganized on its old basis, not- 
withstanding reports to the contrary.

It is often remarkel that riders who 


meet with accidents and have falls when 
traveling at high speed escape very 
lightly, while those who fall when rid- 
ing slowly are sometimes badly injured. 
A writer in The Scottish Cyclist asks: 
"Can it be that the explanation may be 
found in the circumstance that when 
traveling at a slow pace the force of 
gravity has greater power to overcome 
the force of momentum thau when 
traveling at a greater pace?" When go* 
ing slowly, if a man falls he falls direct 
on the ground at a right angle and re. 
caives the full force of the shock, but 
when going faster the man is flung more 
forward than downward, so that he 
strikes the ground at an oblique • angle 
aud slides along, so that the force of the 
impact is reduced by his momentum be- 
ing gradually diminished instead of sud- 
denly arrested.
